On July 11, 2017, the Federal Election Commission found reason to believe that your
client, Thomas H. Patrick, had violated 52 U.S.C. §§ 30104(c) and 30120 of the Federal Election
Campaign Act of 1971, as amended, and authorized pre-probable cause conciliation. On
September 12, 2017, the Commission considered the conciliation agreement executed by your
client, and there was an insufficient number of votes to accept the agreement. Accordingly, the
Commission closed its file in this matter.
